Steel is replocing ‘wood in freight 
service on the Canadian Pacilic 
Railway as 7500 box cars now on 
order for the company will be of 
steel construction They will have 
a capacity of alfout’ 2.00° bushels 
of grain and a load 6f 120000 
pounds. 


Fur-farming is, developing many 
branches, one of the most revent 
being the organization in Manito- 
ba of the Manitoba Muskrat Breed- 
ers Association. The body plans 
to study muskrat breeding condi- 
tions and to investigate all phases 
of the industry. 

In,a rerent speech at Kitchener, 
Ontario, FE. W. Beatty, chairman 
and president of the Canadian 
Pacific pointed out that the aver- 
age freight rate per ton per mile 
in Canada is about 5% per cent 
lower than in the U.S., and that 
the average of.
